TAXATION IS ON . 
~ WRONG SHOULDERS 


Ottawa, June 1—The budget debate 
is~drawing toa ‘@lose. “A tacit agree- 
ment has been reached’ between the 


laid plans are apt sometimes to run 
astray. Monday Hon. T. A. Crerar, 
one time minister of agriculture in 
the Union government, now leader in 
the National Progressives, was the 
principal speaker. Today Hon. W. L. 
Mackenzie King, leader of the opposi- 
tion, will continue the debate. 

Mr. Crerar's main criticsim of the 
budget was that its whole tenor was 
to place the burden of taxation on the 
shoulders of the man ‘least able to 
bear it. On the broad question of 
protection and free trade, he declar- 
ed that the Canadian Council of 
Agriculture did not stand, for absolute 
free trade, as so many seemed 
think. It stood for placing on the 
free list such articles as the imple 
ments of production needed for the 
development of natural resources. 

“Are you in favor of free trade in 
Canada?” interjected H: H. Stevens, 
of Vancouver. 

BRITAIN’S POLICY BETTER 

“I will say this," Mr. Crerar_ re- 
plied, “that the fiscal policy obtaining 
in Great Britain would be better for 
Canada than the policy we have now 
in operation here.”

MENACE TO EUROPE 


People Have No Use for Militariem 
and Are But Poorly Fed. 


London, May 26.—I am rather op- 


4| timistic regarding conditions in con. 
tinental Europe, though superficially | 


things look pretty black. 

In the first place I do not believe 
Germany could be a menace for. at 
least a generation. This, owing to 
the fact that the German people have 
at present no use for militarism, and 
they are badly undernourished and 
devitalized. ; 

I was all through the extraordinary. 
Ruhr rebellion wherein no one seem- 
éd. to know what they were really 
fighting for. My impression was that 
each rebel was out solely to kill sol- 
diers. This seemed to be a matter 
of revenge for the years of military 
-despotism, and further the mentality 
of the average German rebel did not 
seem to go. 

Of course, the old regime 
love ‘to try it over again, but 
time the people would not fall. 

Even more important is the malnu- 
trition of the <people. In any Ger- 
man crowd “our out of five faces give 
the impression of undernourishment. 
The people prove it by their lack of 
vigor and general listlessness. Such 
people are incapable of any military 
advance. 


ARE UNDERNOURISHED 


According to medical opinion, the 
youths are undernourished at the age 
of puberty, never to regain their full 
vitality. It would seem the German 
people could not be dangerous to the 
peace of Europe for many years. Con- 
versely, they have not the vigor to 
produce the indemnity of the allies, 
especially that which France desires. 
We canont blame France for her atti- 
tude. She has suffered more than 
any land and has felt the full weight 
of German brutality. Yet, I cannot 
believe her present attitude is alto- 
gether right. Marshal Foch is a 
military genius, but conservative, 
even perhaps monarchist, and his aim 
is to maintain the French military 
spirit. He, of course, is right about 
the military aims of the Ludendorff 
party, but he cannot feel entirely sin- 
cere in his expression of fear of 
what the Germans may try to do. 

The military party is to the fore in 
France, partly because reactionary 
Royalist generals, such as Foch, Cas- 
tleneau, Mangin, were largely the 
ones to make good in the war, and 
their influence is tremendous. 

France itself is slowly struggling 
back to health. Belgium, however, 
Is a country which has shown the 
most extraordinary recovery. The 
Belgians are all working hard and 
wear the general air of prosperity. 

One thing struck me particularly 
tn Germany. The Germans have but 
one hate left, it is for France. They 
are friendly and even cordial to 
Americans and Englishmen, but they 
hate the French. The other day I 
met an intelligent German woman on 
the train. She immediately began to 
attack the French for the “starvation 
of Germany.” I remonstrated, saying 
the English were the chief blockad- 
ers of Germany. 

“That’s true,” she replied, “but 
England was always the catspaw of 
France.” 

Truly the Germans are short on 
memory. Only three years ago, they 
insisted they really loved France, poor 
France, betrayed by perfidious Albion. 
German emotions seem attached to 
a whirligig.

OIL PROSPEGTOR 
IN PEAGE RIVER 
~ HAS ROUGH TIME 


Winnipeg, May 27.—By chewing 
moccasin leather and the hides of 
game, the meat of which he had con- 
sumed previously, J. L. Laycock, for- 
merly an accountant at the city 
hall, managed to subsist for years 
in the Peace River valley, where he 
staked ojl claims. He told the tale of 
his hardships during ten years of 
heartbreaking disappointments, to a 
party of friends in his room at the 
Royal Alexandra hotel, Tuesday. 

Laycock said he had made a find 
several months ago, and as a result 
had been enabled to make his first 
visit to civilization in ten years. He 
had bored wells in hundreds of places 
and had struck oil, but it had run off 
into the river on the strata of slate 
which lay just underneath the sur. 
face. Recently he located a_ well 
from which the oil came to the top of 
the earth, he said. 

He left Winnipeg for his claim, but 
will return in a few wéeks.

OLYMPIC TRIALS 
FOR PROVINCE 


Calgary Army and Navy Veterans’ 

Association to Hold Provincial 
Championship Track and Field 
Meet on June 23rd. 


Sanction has been received from the 
Alberta Branch of the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union of Canada for the Army 
& Navy Veterans of Calgary to hold 
their annual track and field sports 
in Calgary on the 28rd of June next, 
at the C.P.R. Athletic Grounds, 12th 
Avenue and 6th Street East. These 
sports will be emblematic of provin- 
cial championships of Alberta. Com- 
ing before the final trials for the 
Olympic games, which will be held in 
‘the east, should prove very attractive 
to track and fleld athletes. Olympic 
coach, Walter Knox, who was in the 
city last week, was anxious to have 
these provincial championships run 
off before the First of July so that 
likely athletes would be sent to Win- 
nipeg for the Dominion games, and if 
Successful, then on to Antwerp for 
the big show. Among the proposed 
championship events that take place 
is a marathon road race a distance of 
26 miles and 120 yards, which is the 
exact distance of the Olympic mara- 
thon, and as Alberta has some excep- 
tionally good long distance runners 
this should prove a very popular 
event. The balance of the programme 


-will be made up with 100 and 220 


yard dashes, the quarter, half mile 
and one mile flat, hurdle and relay 
races, walking and cycle races, jump- 
ing,-and the usual field events, name- 
ly, putting the shot, hammer throw- 
Ing, discus and weight throwing, and 
tug-of-war, also several novelty 
events which will take place in the 
infield while the’ big events are being 
run off. A full list of events will be 
made public in the very near future, 
and it is hoped that the citizens of 
Calgary will get. behind the - Army 
and Navy Veterans in their laudable 
attempt to promote amateur sports.

HIGH WINDS DID 
MUCH DAMAGE TO 
THE SASK, CROPS 


. Regina, Sask. May 26.—The high 
winds of last week touched practically 
the whole of the province, causing 
from “slight” to “incalculable” dam- 
age to early crops, according to a 
report issued by the statistics branch 
of the provincial department of agri- 
culture, Wednesday. Cadillac charac- 

_ terizes them as the ‘worst windstorm 
in thg history of the district,” and 
reports possibly 20 per cent. dam- 
age. 

Sceptre reports that “four days of 
high winds have caused inestimable’ 
damage to crops,” and adds, *‘Wed- 
nesday finishes what the first three 
days left.” 

A five per cent. loss by wind is esti- 
mated at Oxbow and Weyburn. Other 
points report more or less drifting. 

Wheat seeding is practically com- 
pleted in the province, according to 
the report, and a large percentage of 
the crop is already above ground. 
Several points in the southern part of 
the province report rain needed, al- 
though the moisture situation gener- 
ally appears to be satisfactory. There 
has been no damage from grasshop- 
pers or other insects to date. 

Practically no damage has been 
caused to crops by the heavy winds of 
the last few days in the territory 
served throughout the southern part 
of the province by the Grand Trunk 
Pacific railway. Wheat seeding is 
reported completed in all districts 
and 50 per cent. of the seeding of oats 
and barley is now finished.

But von Hindenburg repeatedly re- 
fused, saying he could not talk in the 
reichstag. Finally the field marshal 
said: “Well, then, we will stick to- 
gether. It must be. We reckon with 
war with the United States and have 
made all preparations. Things cannot 
get worse. The. war must be short- 


-ened by every possible means.” 


Then von Holtzendorff said: “His 
majesty is not familiar with the situ- 
ation and the sentiments among his 
own people.” 

General Ludendorff agreed with 
this, and von Holtzendorff continued: 
“The people and the army are crying 
out for unrestricted U-boat war.” 

“That’s right,” said Ludendorff. 

Admiral von Holtzendorff went on: 
“Dr. Helferrich (former vice-chancel- 
lor) said to me ‘Your road leads to 
Calais.’ "

A LAND TAX FAILURE 


Montreal Gazette: 


Those who think that unimproved 
land and the unearned increment of 
any land may be made the basis 
of revenue to make up, in part or in 
whole,.for the sweeping away of 
other taxes, will find something for 
serious thought in the action of the 
Government of the United Kingdom 
in repealing the land value duties. 
These duties were an outcome of Rad- 
ical agitation, their advocates regard- 
ing them as a means of “getting at” 
those who made money by land in- 
vestment or speculation or who hold 
land without improving it. They 
were imposed in 1909-10, and when 
announced were regarded as a tri- 
umph for modern theories as to who 
and what should bear the burden of 
the state. They proposed to take on 
transfer, or if there was no transfer, 
every fifteen years, 20 per cent. of 
the unearned increment of land hold- 
ings in the United Kingdom—aside 
from farm properties, and also to 
levy yearly a tax of a halfpenny on 
the pound valuation on unexempted 
land on which neither houses nor 
industrial buildings were erected. The 
first action under the law was the 
creation of & new and costly govern- 
mertal department, which set about 
its task by making a valuation of all 
land—“compiling a new Doomsday 
Book,” the critics called the job. 
The tax collections, it appears, have 
never equalled the expenditures under 
the law. Mr. Chamberlain, the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, in his recent 
budget speech, said of the inrposts 
that they had produced hardly any 
revenue, and from a variety of causes, 
they were, with the exception of a 
mineral rights duty, either wholly or 
partially in abeyance. The govern- 
ment had come to the conclusion that 
the proper course was to repeal the 
duties. So unsatisfactory, so compli- 
cated with litigation and so unprofit- 
able was the operation of the taxes 
that it was not deemed worth while 
trying to collect arrears, which in 
some cases extended back to 1914. 
So passes into desuetude one theory 
that was presumed to promise grand 
things in the way of relief for the 
common people, and that was regard- 
ed as a triumph for Mr. Lloyd George 
when he was young in power and 
more of a politician, perhaps, than 
he is now. 


QCTOBER 25TH 


Expected That Vote Will Take Place 
in Different Provinces on Same Date. 


From information brought back by 
Premier Stewart the rans-Canada 
plebiscite on  inter-provincial ship- 
ments of liquor will be held about 
October 25th. In his conference with 
the Ottawa authorities the premier 
ascertained that this date was sug- 
gested as the most satisfactory to the 
federal government since various ele- 
ments enter into the question and 
make it next to impossible for an 
earlier vote to be arranged. 

Some of the other provinces have 
already signified their willingness to 
have the plebiscite the last “bf Oc- 
tober and the 25th has been  practi- 
cally decided upon as the date. There- 
fore the balloting in Alberta will 
dobutless be on this date. It will be 
recalled that this province was. al- 
most the first to formally petition by 
unanimous consent of the legislature 
to huve the inter-provincial shipment 
of liquor decided by the federally 
authorized plebiscite and it was at 
one time thought the vote would be 
held about the last of June. 

It appears, however, that the new 
national election act will be placed 
in action for this plebiscite, and the 
bill will not be disposed of in parlia- 
ment for some time yet. This is said 
to be one of the principal reasons why 


the provincial voting cannot take 
place until October.

THE NEW TAX 


The Government is anxious to know 
how the west feels with regard to 
the new taxes imposed. 

They are learning fairly fast. 


As a matter of fact, the people of |, 


the west are strongly antagonistic to 
the idea. They are hardly over the 
trials and tribulations caused by the 
income tax, and they were hardly pre- 
pared for this extra dose. 

But the cost of the war has to be 


‘raised in some manner, and the peo- 


ple of the west will not stand for an 
increased tariff, so that other plans 
have to be devised to raise money to 
pay off our enormous debt, as_ the 
zovernment realize the fact that the 
west is growing in power and influ- 
ance every day, and cannot, if pos- 
sible, be antagonized. 

The Liberal party has always for 
the last half a century played the 
zame of the low tariff party, and they 
have always had the support of free 
traders. But Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
learning experience by Sir Alexander 
MacKenzie, who reduced the _ tariff 
and was thrown out of power by Sir 
John A. Macdonald and his national 
policy in 1878, did not reduce the tar- 
iff two per cent. the entire sixteen 
years he was in power, and still he 
went out of office in 1911 presumably 
on a low tariff issue. i 

Sir Robert Borden, on the other 
hand, has reduced the tariff more 
than Sir Wilfrid Laurier ever reduced 
it, $till he and Conservatives are call- 
ed the high tariff party. 

The Unfonist Government have got 
tO raise a revenue somehow to run 
the country, and as the people will 
not stand for a higher tariff, there is 
but one other way, and that is direct 
taxation. The income tax is a_ be- 
ginning, only a_ beginning. Many 
other ways will have to be devised to 
raise funds. If the people stand for 
it, then the tariff may be reduced to 
a point to suit the people, and the 
main plank in the Liberal party’s 
platform, as well as in that of the 
Farmers’ Progressive party, would be 
knocked out. *

Verily, verily, | say unto thee, ex- 
cept a man be born again, he cannot 
see the Kingdom of God.. John 3:3. 

These words of Jesus to Nicodemus 
have an unfailing interest for us, in- 
asmuch sas the truth expressed ap- 
plies to mankind in all ages. With 
his eves blinded by ecclesiasticism, 
ind his mind accustomed to certain 
forms of worship, it was very difficult 
for Nicodemus to recognize the truth 
when it was uttered not in the usual 
terminology of religion but in terms 
of life. 
ation and in poetic fancy, the mind of 
‘he Pharisee could not grasp the ideas 


which Jesus expressed. The Master | 


spoke to him in a language he was 
not accustomed to, and very slowly 
could he be made to see the truth, 
clothed in garments of new thought. 
Very much misunderstanding has oc- 
curred through our inability to get 
behind the words, which we use to 
convey our meaning to each other, to 
the thought we wish to express. 

It is very interesting to find today 
in some churches a strong desire for 
a ritualistic service. People want 
truth expressed in such a way that 
they can assimilate it without much 
effort upon their own part. 

They regard two sermons a Sunday 
as a heavy strain upon the mind of 
the preacher, and altogether too 
heavy a burden for the congregation 
to bear. Undoubtedly one sermon 
carefully prepared and thoughtfully 
listened to is better than “much 
speaking” and a maze of confused 
ideas, but one cannot help thinking 
that one cause, at least, for the desire 
for ritual, is an inherent dislike for 
anything that disturbs our rest or 
agitates our spirit.

The words of Jesus expressed truth 
with refreshing clearness, force and 
simplicity, but the mind of Nicodemus 
blundered-amazingly in trying to 
understand His message.

The Solicitors presented account of 
$102.10, balance of fees in connection 
with old application of city to Public 
Utilities Commission re Western Gen- 
eral rates, : 

The Red Deer City Football League 
lodged a challenge with the Mayor for 
the Citizens’ Cup which is supposed to 
be played for annually at Red Deer on 
Dominion Day, July 1.. The League 
could not reach the old Dominion Day 
‘Sports committee. President Paterson 
said the Cup was_the finest in the Pro- 
vince. The Commissioner suggested to 
the League a Sports Day for July 1, 
1920, at which the Cup could be put up. 
. Chief Anderson had had complaints 
‘of the sidewalks being. made offensive 
and pedéstrians incommoded because 
of animals being tethered on strips of 
grass-near the sidewalks. It was agreed 
to enforce the bylaw prohibiting teth- 
ering animals on streets. 

The Kenny Farm Agency asked per- 
mission to cross Fifth St. northwest 
with a spur, running parallel to and 25 
feet west of the present Stephenson 
‘spur, and on a grade level with the 
point from which‘the new spur would 
leave the Jead track. Also for permis- 
sion to cross Stephenson St. in Indus- 
trial Place, which they proposed to ask 
permission to close at a later date 
They had already graded a road just 
east of the C.P.R. houses in order to 
give access to the ice house. The Com- 
pany had purchased the greater por- 
tion of Industrial Place for the purpose 
of buliding a grain elevator and mill, 
and carrying on a general produce 
market business for which purposes 
they had made application to the C. P. 
R: for a new spur. Agreed, with the 
exception that the street grade must 
be maintained. 

‘Dr. Dick, Superintnedent of Hospital

If the city would grade it, 
he would keep it dragged and clean up 
the brush. The Commissioners will 
get to the work as soon as possible. 

Commissioner Stephenson resigned 
as Building Inspector.

RAPE FOR PASTURE 


Rape is one of the most valuable 
crops for annual pasture. It makes 
good feed for cattle, sheep or swine. 
It is easily handled, reasonably sure! 
to grow, and does not take long from: 
seeding time till it is fit to pasture. | 
{In experimental work at Brandon Ex- 
perimental Farm, rape produced more 
pork per acre than any other annual 
crop tried and stood pasturing longer. 
It has also given excellent results 
with sheep, though comparative tests 
have not been made with them. It 
is not quite so suitable for dairy cows 
on account of its strong flavor, but for 
young cattle and beef cattle it is very 
satisfactory. 

,Rape may be sown in early spring, 
{f it is desired for early pasture, or 
it may be sown at any time up to 
the middle of July, depending on' 
when the pasture is wanted. When' 
sown early it will be ready for use in' 
about eight weeks, and as the season ; 
advances the time taken to grow to: 
usable size shortens, till July sowing, ' 


Land should be well prepared for 
rape, but the preparation is not spéc-., 


dally different from that required for : 


other crops. There should be a good 
supply of moisture, coming fairly 
close to the surface, and the seed bed 
should be fine and firm so as to start 
the small seeds. 

For this dry climate rape is ‘sually

best sown in rows far, enough apart. ~ 


to cultivate, but if the soil is practi.:’ 
cally rich or well stored with mois- 
ture, it may be sown in ordinary grain 
drill rows six inches apart. The lat- 
ter method produces a finer. ~- quality 
and greater quantity of fodder where 


conditions are favorable, but in dry -. 


soil there are too many plants for the 
ee supply and all will be stun‘- 
ed. ;

Rape should be used before it gets 
old and strong. A purplish pink color 
in the stems and leaves indicates ‘hat 
it is getting past the best feeding 
stage.

GREENWOOD LEAVES IRELAND 


Dublin, May 30.—General Sir Mac- 
Ready, military commander, and Sir 
Hamar Greenwood, chief secretary 
for Ireland, left Dublin today for 
London. It is understood that they 
have been summoned to attend a 
meeting of the cabinet at which the 
policy with regard to Ireland is to be 
discussed on Monday.

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G.WRIGHT LEAVES 
GOVERNMENT PARTY 


Ottawa, May 27.—The short and 
modest but direct speech of H. O. 
Wright, member for South Battle- 
ford, in the house last night, in which 
he stated that his ‘war contract” with 
the government was over, and he 
would have to align himself “four 
square behind the tariff principlés 
contained in the Farmers’ platform,” 
is producing a decided effect among 
the western group. Mr. Wright was 
a former Conservative, and he has 
given the government unwavering 
support. His speech last night was 
his maiden effort in the house. 

“I do not wish to prejudice,” said 
he, “but I cannot see how I can sup- 
port the tariff policy that any person 
must see will eventually be adopted 
by this party. An honorable minister 
has told us that it is upon the fiscal 
policy that political thought divides. 
I accept this as a statement of fact. 
I was elected to support this govern- 
ment during thé period of the war 
and demobilization. I have fulfilled 
my contract to the fullest extent, and 
must now choose my path for the 
future.” 


QUESTION THEMSELVES. 


The effect .of this speech is that a 
number of other western members, 
who hdve given the same unwaver- 
ing support to the government, are 
beginning to feel that they are in ex- 
actly the same box as the member 
for South Battleford.

Some steers of a little better qual- 
ity than a week ago and a better de- 
mand ‘rom the packers lifted prices 
all ar. ind this week about $1 _ per 
hundred on the beef steers and cows 
at Calgary yards. Choice steers from 
$15 to $15.50 and a few extra ones at 
$15.75. Chotco cows and heifers from 
$12 to $14.50 and a top price of $15. 
Steers with any kill to them will 
bring from $12.50 up. Receipts light 
and prompt clean-up on offerings. 
Some steers were taken out as feed- 
ers at prices up to $11. The good 
light veal calves will bring around 
$15. No bulls offered but will sell 
up to $10. 

Buyers at Edmonton yards are bid- 
ding u» strong on anything that has 
kiling properties, and choice steers 
have brought up to $16, and cows and 
heifers to $14.50, the latter price be- 
ing for one very choice heifer. As 
yet there has not been much demand, 
for stocker and feeder cattle, but when 
seeding is over this trade is expected 
to pick up. Good butcher steers are 
from $13 to $15; medium, $12 to $13. 
Good butcher cows, $10.50 to $12.50; 
medium, $9.50 to $10.50. Some good 
heavy feeders are being taken out at 
prices up to $11.50; there is astrong 
market on the stockers, when any- 
thing is disposed of and the good 
heifers will bring up to $10.50. Choice 
veal up to $18.

We procured the use of the Armour- 
{es for Gymnasium purposes from the 
Red Deer Great War Veterans, who 
were exceedingly agreeable and an- 
xious to accommodate on the following 
terms: 

“With further reference to your re- 
quest for the use of the main floor of 
the Armouries for Gymnasium pur- 
poses, we have much pleasure in gran- 
ting you the use of this floor each 
week night and on Saturdays up till 
12 noon, subject to the following reser- 
vations: 

1. That in the event of our Associa- 
tion requiring the use of the hall for 
entertainment or other purposes, we 
reserve the right to cancel any partic- 
ular night or nights, of which due no- 
tice will be given to your Association. 

2. That a qualified party will be in 
charge of each class, he or she to be 
responsible for the discipline of the 
said class, 

3. That the hall be 
condition. 

4. That as far as possible, rubber 
soled shoes be worn by all classes, 

5. That as little artificial light be 
used as possible. 


With regard to Clause 4, we do not 
object to ordinary shoes being worn, 
so long as they are clean, our idea 
being solely to protect the floor, which 
being waxed, is easily spoiled. 

We are further regulated in the use 
of the Armouries by the Superintend- 
ent of Military District No. 13, by the 
following notice from Lt. Col. Camp- 
bell: 

“I am directed by the G.O.C., M.D. 13, 
to inform you that it is not possible at 
the present time to give you any as- 
surance that the privileges you are en- 
joying in the Red Deer Armouries can 
be continued after the building is again 
used for Military purposes. This is a 
question that will have to be brought 
up at a future date as the occasion re- 
quires.” 

We estimated that 1t would take $350 
to give the Gymnasium reasonable and 
adequate equipment. This amount can 
be readily arranged by public sub- 
scription.

FROM OVERSEAS 


Decrease in Agricultural Production 
Cause, Says Hoover. 


\ 


Washington, May 25.—Decrease in 
agricultural praduction may result in 
the United States becoming depend- 
ent on overseas food supplies, Her- 
bert Hoover Tuesday declard in a 
letter to Representative Riddick, re- 
publican, Montana, setting forth the 
former food administrator's views as 
“to practical measures to insure bet- 
ter returns to the farmer for his labor 
and investment.” — 

Asserting that present high prices of 
commodities gooner or later will de- 
crease, Mr. oover said, “this de- 
flation must not begin on the far- 
mer.” 

Shortage in production outside the 
United States, wild extravagance, and 
misuse of extended credits for specu- 
lation and profiteering and non-essen- 
tial production are contributing fac- 
tors in the present inflated prices, 
he wrote. When the collapse oc., 
curs, he predicted, “intermediate deal- 
ers will be able to pass the greatest 
portion to the back of the farmer, no 
matter how carefully handled. 

“The whole marketing system in 
many of our commodities, is indirect, 
expensive, wasteful, obsolete and in- 
creases the margin unduly,” the let- 
ter continued. 

“Our manufacturing industries have 
developed out of pace_with our agri- 
culture, and labor is being drawn in 
thousands from the ,farm_ to the 
town at wages with which the farmer 
cannot contend. 

A commission studying the whole 
situation, Mr. Hoover declared, 
“would deal with these things with 
that same common sense with which 
similar commissions of farmers met 
the great economic problems of the 
food administration during the war 


with equal consideration for a 


distributor and consumer.”

BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, 
DEATHS IN 1919 


The following report of the Vital 
Statistics Branch of the Department 
of Public Health enumerates and 
classifies the number of births, mar- 
riages and deaths which occurred in 
the Proxince of Alberta during the 
year 1919, and which were registered 
with the department. 

There were 14,130 births, this num- 
ber being 760 less than in the pre- 
vious year. There is however no de- 
cline in the~general trend of. the 
birth rate as the number of births 
for 1918 was abnormal, the number 
for the year 1919 being higher than 
for any previous, year with the excep- 


tion of 1918. With regard to the 
racial origin of the children, last 
year's report stated that after the 


war, the number of children. born of 
British parents would probably ° in- 
crease. This year’s figures bear out 
this forecast, as although there is a 
small decrease in the number of 
children born of Canadian and U.S.A. 
parents, and a larger decrease in 
those of foreign parentage, the num- 
ber of those of British parentage is 
exactly the same as the previous 
year, viz. 3003. The number of male 
children born was 7317 and female 
children 6813. . 

9436 persons were married during 
the year, that is, there were 4718 
marriages, an increase of 678 over 
the previous year, practically the 
whole of this increase being amongst 
Canadians and British. 24 brides and 
no bridegrooms were between the 
ages of 15 and 16 years, whilst 32 
grooms and 13 brides were 60 years 
of age and more. As in previous 
years the most popular marrying age 
is from 20 to 24 for the brides and 
from 25 to 29 for the grooms. 
| 5507 persons died during the year, 
this being a decrease of 2417 com- 
‘pared with the year 1918, when 7924 
persons died, the death rate 
year being 9.33 per 1000 inhabitants 
| compared with 13.68 in the year 1918. 
Epidemic influenza is still responsible 
for this high death rate which in 
normal years should average about 8 
per 1000 innabitants. There were 
1049 deaths from this .cause, practi- 
cally all occurring in the first five 
months of the year and being the 
tail end of the*great epidemic of 1918. 
Pneumonia and bronchopneumonia as 
usual were responsible for the great- 
est number of deaths from ordinary 
causes, the number being 345. Tuber- 
culosis of the lungs accounted for 
278 deaths, being a reduction of 57 
from the previous year, whilst Diar- 
rhoea and Enteritis, which was very 
prevalent during August and Septem- 
ber, caused 257 deaths, an increase 
of 59 over the previous year. Sleep- 
ing sickness, a disease practically 
new to the province, made its ap- 


pearance, and was the cause of 8 


the ' deaths.

year of age numbering 1560, the rate 


110.3 as against 107.1 for 1918 and 
87.3 for 1917. It is evident that all 
the child welfare work that can be 
undertaken is necessary. A perusal 
of the table will show that a large 
percentage of these children died 
from preventable diseases and caus- 
es which could be avoided if the par- 
ents possessed more knowledge of 
the hygiene of infancy. 

There were 39 deaths by suicide, 
14 by murder or manslaughter and 
282 by accident. The stil! births 
numbered 314 compared with 335 for 
the previous year.

AUTOPSY SHOWS 
GARRANZA DID 
NOT KILL SELF 


Surgeons Find He Was Struck by 
Two Rifle Bullets. 
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Vera Cruz, May 25.—Reports of 
an autopsy performed on the body of 
Venustiano Carranza fail to agree 
with the claim of Rodolfo Herrero 
that the president committed suicide 
rather than be taken captive, it is 
asserted in official quarters. 

Surgeons who conducted the autop- 
sy, it is declared, found Carranza had 
been struck by two rifle bullets, one 
| of which penetrated his breast and 
the other his abdomen. The bullets 
entered from in front, and it was the 
conclusion of those who witnessed the 
operation that the president had been 
assassinated, it is said, 

City of Mexico, May 25.—President 
Vestuiano Carranza committed suicide 
rather than be taken prisoner, accord- 
ing to a message given out at the 
headquarters of General Gonzales. It 
purports to have been sent from Cerro| 
Azul, State of Puebla, the morning of 
Thursday, May 20, by Col. Rodolfo 
| Herrero, who, previous reports stat- 
1ed, was responsible for Senor Car- 
ranza’s death.

2,000 TONS A DAY 


Coal shipments from the Drumhel- 
ler valley are now moving freely, the 
output Wednesday being 2,000 tons. 
| This is considerably larger than the 
average daily shipment for this time 
of the year. A fair percentage of this 
was sent to Calgary, and local 
stocks are now well up to normal. 

Operators are much interested in 
the forthcoming session in Calgary 
of the Railway commission who will 
specially deal with the question of a 
summer freight rate on coal.
